As required by s.13.94(1)(de) Wis. Stats., we have
completedh financial audit of the Local Government Property
Insurance Fund, which provides property insurance to
counties,towns, villages, school districts, and other local
units of government. The Property Fund is administered by
the Office of the Commissioner of Insurance (OCI). &fs
June30, 2004, it insured $35.9 billion property owned by
1,203 local units of government.We have provided an
unqualifiedauditor's reporton the Property Funslfinancial

Following
thisincrease, th€roperty Fund ended FY 2003-04 with net
income of $9.2 million and a surplus of $24.5 million. OCI
monitors the surplus level and believes it is currently
appropriatein light of recent loss experience anecent
changesn reinsurance.

In completing our audit, we encountered a serious
documentationproblem: a subcontractor for the previous
fund administrator destroyed nearly all claim files for FYs
2000-01and 2001-02. In order tprovide the necessary

On September 6, 20053he General Fund cash balance
closedat a negativ8$12.1 million. The fund negative cash
balancecontinued intermittently until September 22, 2005,
whenthe funds cash balance closed at a positive $3.8 million.
The General Fund cash balance reached its intramonth low
of a negative $264.9 million on September 19, 2005. The
negativebalancewas due to the didrence in the timing of
revenuesand expenditures.

The General Fund shortfaltas not in excess of the statutory
interfund borrowing limitationsand did not exceed the
balance®f the funds available for interfund borrowing.
